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Senate Resolutions. 


WASHINGTON, April 13.—The following is 


the majority resolution reported to the Senate by 
Senator Davis, immediately upon the convening of 
the Senate at noon today: 


" WHEREAS, the abhorrent conditions -which 


have existed for more than three years in the island 
of Cuba, so near our own borders, have shocked the 
moral sense of the people of the United States, 
have been a disgrace to Christian civilization, cul- 
minating, as they have, in the destruction of a 
United States battleship, with 266 of its officers 
and crew, while on a friendly visit to the harbor of 
Havana, and cannot longer be endured, as has been 
set forth by the President of the United States in 
his message to Congress, of April 11, 1898, upon 
which the action of Congress was invited, therefore 


" Resolved, First.—That the people of the island 


of Cuba are and of right ought to be free and in- 
dependent. 


Second.—That it is the duty of the Government 


of the United States to demand, and the Govern- 
ment of the United States does hereby demand, 
that the government of Spain at once relinquish 
its authority and government in the island of Cuba 
and withdraws its land and naval forces from Cuba 
and Cuban waters. 


" Third.—That the President of the United 


States be and he hereby is directed and empowered 
to use the en tire land and naval forces of the United 
States, and to call into actual service of the United 
States the militia of the several States to such'an 
extent as may be necessary to carry thesa resolu- 
tions into effect." 


MINORITY REPORT. 


Senator Turpie presented the report of minority

•' The undersigned members of the Committee 


on Foreign Relations concur in the report made 
upon the Cuban resolutions but we favor the im- 
mediate recognition of the Republic of Cuba as 
organized in that island as a free,^dependent and 
sovereign power among the nations of the world."

He asked 
unanimous consent for the considera- 
tion of 'the resolutions which he sub- 
mitted. Silence prevailed as the res- 
olutions were re'ad. 


A thunderous outburst 
of applause 


from the floor and the galleries greet- 
ed the report. Great excitement and 
confusion followed. Mr. Bailey object- 
ed to the consideration of the resolu- 
tion. 
Charges

were bandied across the floor. A fist- 
fight on the floor of the House almost 
followed. The Speaker ordered the sar- 
gean't-at-arriis to uae the silver mace, 
an emblem of the House's authority. 
Men fought like they were mad. "Liar," 
"scoundrel" and other denunciatory 
epithets were used. 


There were half a dozen personal col- 


Mr. Brumm (Rep.) of Pennsyl- 
vania and Mr. Bartlett (Dem.) of Geo- 
gia were involved.

a train from an opposlte.direction. 


In Berkeley. similar. Improvements are 


being m.i4e, the aim being to put another 
track on Shattuck avenuo from Ashby 
avenue to Channlng way. 
The track-lnying at Twelfth avoivuo has 


led to a number of other changes in that 
vicinity, among them being the demolition 
of a. roundhouse which formerly stood 
there and the removal of the freight de- 
pot from a. point east of Twelfth avenua 
to a point on the west of that thorough- 
fare. This change has just been complet- 
ed, and a long, high platform is being 
built on either side.

"I befieve it to be t'he duty of a judge 


to analyze every bit of evidence in the 
case at'bar and also every case quoted 
and I RlRan from these cases that the 
plaintiff must stop, look and listen. If 
he looks he is presumed to have seen, 
and if 'he listens, he is presumed to 
have heard, and then if he drives on, 
by his action Tie is presumed to have 
done it voluntarily and therefore is not 
entitled to recovery. 


"The 
man was sitting four and a half 


feet above the bed of a -box car and' 
could easily 
have seen 
it, notwith- 
standing the grade. However, .waiving 
such calculation, by the recent decis- 
ions of court, it was his duty to raise 
himself so that he could see and ob- 
serve the approaching oars. If we as- 
sume the train's speed to be forty rnlles 
and the .team's eight miles per hour, 
the train must have been 270 feet away 
and without negligence the accident 
could not have occurred."
